Tba Plague in Hamburg. 


Tlxunuito, Sept. 1.—The thermometer 


haa fallen to 70 degrees fahrouheit to- 
day, and there have boo" several light 
nhowerfi. The air Is cooler to-night 
than It has been in the last ten days. 
Nevertheless tho fabatement of tno 
plague has not boon BO considerable an 
to brlnff much comfort to the stricken 
city. Tho most trustworthy reports 
fflvo tho number of new cases to-day as 
681, and of deaths as 247. 
The decrease 


In tho number of new cases since yes- 
terday i« forty-two; in tho number of 
deaths twenty-three. These figures do 
not agree, however, with tho reports of 
the Hamburg officials, who have re- 
duced tho number of deaths to forty- 
flve. Tho city government has thus 
ngain declared for tho fatuous policy of 
flupprcsaing tho facts, and its reports 
are received with ridicule. The num- 
ber of burlnlfl haa fallen from 305 to 818. 


Reports of an abatement of the panic, 


in consequence of tho lower death rate 
to-day, 
aro 
untrustworthy. 
They 


emanate from official sources and aro 
part of tho go n oral plan of concealing 
tho situation. 
The people aro too 


thoroughly frightened to be reassured 
by a slight change, which Is likely to 
be succeeded to-morrow by a return of 
the high temperature and an increase of 
tho plague. Tho flight of persons who 
constitute tho city's business ami social 
world continues About 10,000 persons 
left on tho railways to-day. All these 
worn cltl/ens with their families, as 
nonresidents practically deserted tho 
city early In tlto week. Most of them 
loft in haste and their baggage will bo 
Hunt after them. 
Porters havo left 


their posts und transportation com- 
panion are too short-handed to handle 
half tho baggage of tho fugitives, no 
that moat of tho families Agoing away 
aro obliged to loavo behind what they 
thi'inselves cannot carry. 


Many postmen aro among the vic- 


tims to-day, and the delivery of tho 
nmtlH has been much retarded. 
A 


postal official Bald that tho business of 
tho poHt ofllco has fallen off 50 per cent. 
in tho last fivo days, and that appar- 
ently business correspondence 
was 


dead. 


All tho factories In operation aro 


working short-handed and many fac- 
tories havo been closed for an indefinite 
period. Families of workmen thrown 
out of employment havo begun apply- 
for aid. In tho harbor district great 
want 
IH already apparent.

not 


speedily relieved it will facilitate tho 
progress of the plague among the Ill- 
nourished poor. 


The number of physicians attending 


eholora patients in quite inadequate. 
This Htato of affairs was apparent sov- 
oral days ago, but the municipal au- 
thorities neglected to call for aid from 
other towns. The physicians who havo 
boon among tho stricken from the first 
are now worn out by overwork, and 
there wore but fow at hand to tako 
their places.

Spurred the Oanuoke Into Aotlon. 
MoNTitBAiM Can., Supt. 2.—Tho report 


tlmt the United States government will 
put into effect a quarantine against tho 
entire dominion if cholera IH allowed to 
pass Orosso Tale, has tho effect of con- 
siderably awakening the authorities, 
who now express a determination to 
sparo no expense to prevent the entry 
of thedlwoAO. The local board of health 
hii» decided to moot throe times a week 
till tho 1st of November,"and among 
other precautions, has declared that 
tha hoard shall work In conjunction 
with tho provln-jlftl board of health, 
and that a board of consultation shall 
bo appointed; that twelve more sani- 
tary policemen bo appointed, so as to 
insure the thorough inspection and 
cleansing of railway yards, lanos, 
houses, etc.; that physicians bo ap- 
pointed to watch tho arrival and de- 
parture of railway trains, boats or 
other means of egress or iDgrens to the 
city; has authorized tho securing of so- 
oUidcd houses throughout tho oit^r to be 
UHcd aa extra Isolation hospitals in case 
of need; and tho supplying o< disinfect- 
ant* free. Disinfecting appliances and 
ambulances are provided for, and ar- 
rangements will be made for the dally 
removal of garbage and night soil at 
once from now until the 1st of Novem- 
ber. The board will call upon *he mod- 
irn! soolety for advice and assistance. 


Yl»' harbor authorities havo also de- 


eidetl to permit uo vessel to enter tho 


harbor without a clean bill of health 
be first submitted to tho board of health 
for its supervision. Maj. McShane says 
he will leave uo measures unexhausted 
to procure the best protection for the 
city. 


A Screw Loose Somewhere. 


KOSTON, Sept. S.—A high official at 


tho custom house reports that the 
steamer Roman, from 
London, has 


landed ninety-eight passengers who 
come from Russia, and has not only 
landed a lot of rags, but has shipped 
tho greater part of them by rail for 
Cincinnati. The rags are to be used In 
the making of waste for cleansing ma1 
chlnery. 
Tho custom house officials 


say 
that 
only a portion of 
the 


passengers 
wore 
examined. 
Tho 


rags, 
which 
emitted 
a 
terrible 


stench, were 
fumigated, 
but 
the 


custom officers say they should have 
been detained a week. The captain of 
tho vessel showed a certificate that the 
rags, although coming from cholera- 
infected 
districts in 
Europe, wore 


shipped before the cholera had made its 
appearance there. 


The oustom house officials do not 


think that tho spirit of the circular 
sent out by the United States treasury 
department August 10, which denies 
entry to rags shipped from cholera dis- 
tricts except such as wcro then afloat, 
is being respected. 


No Reason to Fear an Epidemic. 


LONDON, Sept. 3.—At a meeting of 


the health committee of the Liverpool 
municipality tho medical officers re- 
ported that tho emigrants who em- 
barked Tuesday 
were in 
excellent 


health; that tho city of Liverpool was 
in tho healthiest condition It had been 
for a long time past, and there was no 
reason to fear an epidemic.

LONDON, Sopt. 3.—There is both in- 


dignation and fright in Edinburgh over 
the fact that several Hamburg steam- 
orb have been allowed to discharge 
fruit and other cargo at Leith, the port 
of Edinburgh, although tho sale of fruit 
is prohibited there; and that passengers 
arriving from Hamburg have been al- 
lowed to land at Leith almost without 
inspection as to their health.

Meeting- of the International Reciprocity 


Convention at Grand Forks, N. D, 


GRAND FORKS, N. D., Sept. 2.—The 


international reciprociety convention 
assembled at 11 o'clock yesterday morn- 
ing at the Metropolitan theater with 
liOO delegates in 
attendance. 
The 


morning trains brought large delega- 
tions from Duluth, West Superior, Min- 
neapolis, St. Paul and interior towns 
in Minnesota, Wisconsin arid North 
Dakota. 


The convention was callod to order 


by George It. Clifford, president of the 
Grand Forks chamber of co mmerce. 
President Clifford delvered an eloquent 
address of welcome indicating the pur- 
port1 of the convention, lie said: 


"•In calling this convention wo had, 


of course, no fixed basis of representa- 
tion to work upon, and our only idea 
was to got as full an attendance as was 
possible from the various sections in- 
terestod, and in inviting our brethren 
*rom across the lino, we expect to give 
them an equal voice In the delibera- 
tions and discussions of the conven- 
tion, regardless of numerical represen- 
tations. 
Therefore no resolutions can 


be adopted or action taken, except by 
mutual consent of the delegates from 
both countries. On this basis It is cer- 
tain that the proceedings of this moot- 
ing will bti eharacteri/A'd by that har- 
mony that is assured by mutual rela- 
tions."

The Democratic Campaign oi Education 


Fairly Opened. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 2.—Tho democratic 


•'campaign of education in the west" 
was fairly opened yesterday when Don

The Disease Reported in Three 


Different Counties—Precau- 


tions Being Taken. 


Notwithstanding the warning and ef- 


forts ot the state board of health to pro- 
tect the commonwealth against small 
pox, the disease is reported in three dif- 
ferent counties of Illinois. 
The case 


first reported in Iroqnois county w»a de- 
tected list Sunday.

German immigrants, and the history of 
the disease would seem to indicate that 
the infection was brought over in their 
personal effects. 
They arrived about 


six weeks ago, and the disease followed 
in about two weeks after the unpacking 
of some baggage which had not previ- 
ously been opened since their arrival.

Wbea be got on 
these drunken eptees he was very qnnr 
releome and beat and whipped his wif 
in a most sbumeful and cowardly man 
ner. It was daring one ol these sprees 
that he whipped his wife and drove he 
away, Tho wife took the little daaghte 
with her, while the boy remained wit 
the father, By the death of Johnson' 
father, A. B. Johnson received a nea 
sum of money, but ho had spent all thi 
and a largo amount which belonged t 
his wife.

LOSS OF RESERVE. 


Greatest Grain Steamer on 


tbe Lakes Is Wrecked. 


Twenty-Seven Persona Were on 


Board the Vessel—All 


But One Lost. 


SAULT STB. MARIE, Mich., Sept. 2.— 


The large freight steamer Western Re- 
serve has been lost off Sable Bunks, near 
Deer Park, and of the twenty-seven per- 
sons on board only one bas been saved. 
Bix of them were passengers, one of the 
latter being Peter Minoh, the owner, wbo 
recently became a millionaire. 


Ira Stewart, wheelman, the only 010 


saved, makes tbe following statement: 
"Everything went well until abont sixty 
miles above WbiteBsh, when the first 
warning anyoue on board had of impend- 
ing danger was a terrible crash about 9 
p. m., cansed by the huge craft breaking 
in two and breaking the mainmast about 
.half way up the rigging. It took in wa- 
ter fast from the start and the yawl 
boats were lowered, 
Oapt. Minch, bis 


family, and tha officers and crew of the 
boat to the number of seventeen got into 
the wooden yawl and the others took tbe 
metallic one. The Reserve sank in ten 
minutes, and before it bad hardly gone 
out of sight the metallic yawl capsized. 


'The other went to ite assistance, but 


only succeeded in rescuing tn o .of its oc- 
cupants, Oapt. Myers' son and the stew- 
ard. The nineteen survivors started (or 
White&sb, sixty miles away, The wind 
was about west when they started, but 
veered to the nor Ih, making considera- 
ble sea. Tbe yawl weathered the breakers 
all night and until 7 the next morning 
when it capsized about 10 miles from 
Life-Saving Station No. 10 and about a 
mile from the shore."

FROST KILLS THE OEBMS. 


Cool 'Weather May Prevent Chol- 


era from Reaching America. 


"The cool weather is a blessing which 


all are not likely to fully appreciate in 
this period of cholera scare," said a phy- 
sician to-day. "There is nothing which 
kills the cholera microbe like a touch of 
frost, and I speak with authority when I 
say it. I have spent some years in 
Shanghai, China, where there is a plague 
of cholera every year. I have seen the 
dread malady run ite disastrous course 
unchecked for six months during the hot 
season. Day by day among the white 
population the deaths were so numerous 
that for one mile from the town to tho 
cemetery u line of men four deep with 
coffins on their shoulders waited for an 
opportunity to bury their dead. I recol- 
lect of having often eeen the chaplain 
recite a short prayer at one grave, hasten 
to another to perform a similar office, and 
so on for a weary round of twelve hours. 
That is the case year by year for six 
months, but the moment tho autumn 
chill sets in tbe disease vanishes. There 
is something of comfort for people in tbe 
thought that they have almost arrived at 
the frosty season."
